SCHOOL NURSE'S REPORf 


MI«M Mabel Kuopf Give* Iiiten»Unc 


Jtopon to Ilenlth Officer Aucuitln. 
An Interesting report of her first 


two wcek'i work an cchocl nurie in 
Ontonta has Just been submitted to 
Health Officer Augi»tln by Mlia Mabel 
Knopf. R. N'. tier report must not 
be taken to indicate, however, that 
the conditions nhe found are general, 
for practically always children come 
to school In a clean and healthy con- 
dition. Bit there are of C'."-r«e some 
exceptions to the rule, and It la these 
"exceptions" to which Misa Knopf 
devotes liar time. 


During 
the 
fortnight mentioned. 


Miss Knopf made 15 calls at the dif- 
ferent schools of th..! city, resulting In 
about 20 visits to homes of children 
who needed care pt their homes and 
who did not get it there. 


Of these home calls, five wer* on 


account of the defective vision of the 
children. One of the typical cases is 
described by Miss Knopf In her report 
as follows: 


"Family in poor condition. Mother 


unable to take child to doctor on ac- 
count «f small baby. Gave consent for 
me to take child to doctor. Instructed 
mother how to put eye drops in eyes. 
Doctor treated 
eyes and fitted to 


glasses on February -S. By^s still be- 
ing treated. Woman's club will pay for 
glasses." 


Iti the other "eyn"' cases, the par- 


ents promised to take 'he child to 
an oculist for treatment. 


Another of -the principal defects 


among school children was found to 
be bad teeth, and the nu-<te visited 
several homes to urge upon the par- 
ents the necessity of hnvlng the child- 
ren's teeth cared for at once. In most 
instances, tbe parents promised to take 
the children to demists as soon as pos- 
sible, but one woman "does not wish 
to take child to dentist till she Is good 
and ready to," to quote from Miss 
Knopf's report. 


Several children were found who 


badly needed medical treatment for 
diseased 
adenoid' and tonsils, and 


others had defective hearing. Arrange- 
ments were made to have these child- 
ren properly care<? for. 


Under the heading of "Dirt," Miss 


Knopf has considerable to sa/ in her 
report. She called a' several hjrnes of 
children who had come to school in an 
unclean condition, and what she found 
in one homo she describes this way: 


"Child very dirty. Home dirty. Moth- 


er has several small children and can- 
not speak English. Children promised 
to come to school cleaner." 


In addition to her regular school 


work. Miss Knopf gave attention to 
several bed-ridden people who were 
not rfceiving proper care owing to 
other members of the family also be- 
ing .111, In most cases with the pre- 
vailing grip- Her duties ha.ve called her 
to all parts of the city and to families 
in all conditions of life. That the de- 
partment of health made ••.> mistake 
in the choice of Miss Knop-' tot this 
work Is the consensus of opinion of 
all those who have had occasion to be 
Interested in city health problems.
